WELLSVILLE’S DILEMMA. 
MILL MAY BE MOVED. 

PITTSBURGH, July 19.—The strike 
situation tonight cannot be termed ma- 
terially changed, although many ru- 
mors are in the air to the effect that a 
settlement of the troubles is imminent. 
Up tol0 o'clock p.m. none of these re- 
ports have been verified, and the con- 
clusion reached is that no settlement is 
in sight. 

At the :offices of the Carnegie Com- 
pany and at the headquarters of the 
manufacturers, the usual silence is 
preserved concerning the condition of 
business or the status of the strike. 
President Shaffer of the Amalgamated 
Association, however, expresses his en- 
tire satisfaction with the progress of 
the battle, and says the workers have 
gained steadily, while the manufactur- 
ers have lost continually since last 
Monday. He says that the Amalgam-

made. President Shaffer says the ad- 
vance in wages offered the tube-mill 
workers at McKeesport today, while 
seemingly large, will not bring the pay 
up to the union scale. . 

From the storm center at Wellsville, 
©O., tonight comes word that the strik- 
ing mill men in that vicinity spent an 
uneasy, restiess day. There is no lon- 
ger any doubt that the owners of the 
WeuUsville plant of the American Sheet 
Steel Company have many of the 
town’s largest merchants: hack of them 
in their fight against the workmen, and 
much bitterness has resulted. Con- 
fronted with what seems a certainty 
that if the present trouble goes along 
much further, the Wellsville plant will 
be lifted and brought across the line 
into Pennsylvania, grocers, clothing 
men and others who have received the 
wages of the mill workers for years in 
exchange for goods are now trying to 
show the strikers that they are wrong 
and foolish in keeping up the fight.

RECRUITS AT READING. 
MORE MEN WALK OUT. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 

READING (Pa.) July 19.—-The Phila- 
delphia and Reading Company brought 
in thirty-two strangers to help man 
the boilermaking and blacksmithing 
departments of the locomotive shops, 
where 250 mechanics of thos® two 
classes have been on strike for three 
weeks. The recruits, mostjy foreign- 
ers, were put to work today. 

A committee was rent by the strikers 
to the company’s office to have the 
strangers taken out. This demand be- 
ing refused, 175 molders, machinists 
and others, many of whom do not be- 
long to the union, walked out in a 
body. The foreigners were hooted, and 
were marched out of the shop to their 
temporary quarters on the third floor 
of the plant. Here they occupy a room 
about 200x40 feet in size, which will be 
fitted wp for them. 

Forty-one Winchester rifies, which 
have been uted by the coal and iron 
police during the riots of 1877, were 
taken from their cases and stacked in 
the room occupied by the imported 
workmen. The strike has assumed a 
more critical stage than ever before. 
The locomotive shop is not badly 
crippled.

MACLAY'S EXPLANATION. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

NEW YORK, July 19.—Edgar 5. 
‘Matiay today replie! to the criticism 
which has been made upon his his- 
tofical works dealing with Admiral 
Schiey and the navy during the Span- 
ish war. He said in part: 

“T did not appreciate at the time I 
wrote the book that the terms were 
immoderate and intemperate. It is 
only recently that it has met with 
adverse criticism. It is now my in- 
tension to revise that portion of th- 
work that deais with the battie of 
‘Santiago. But I shall not alter the 
facts, for they are correct, and I must 
first be assured that they are in error. 

“The proofs were submitted to the 
officers who took part in the battle of 
Santiago, as well as to Secretary Long, 
and received their approval. I should 
explain that only those portions of the 
book were submitted to each officer 
that related to him personally or to 
the part he took in the battle. The 
proofs submitted to Mr. Long dealt 
with that part of the war that con- 
cerned him. I have never had any 
animus against Admiral Schley, and 
I wrote as I did because I believed it 
to be the truth.” 

A “HIGH AUTHORITY.” 

IBY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

NEW YORK, July 19.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun's Washington cor- 
respondent says Secretary Long's action 
aroused widespread comment among 
naval officers there, when it became 
known.

Peace Envoys Notified 
by China. 


Russia Asks About Jap- 
anese Police. 


Sheng Directs That Peking 
Make Preparatians to Re- 
ceive the Court.

_ PEKING, July 19.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Chinese peace envoys have re- 
ceived th® following imperial telegram: 
“Russia-end China have for many 
years been on friendly terms. Now 
that peace negotiations have been fin- 
ished it is natural these friendly rela- 
. tions should be resumed. Plenipotenti- 
aries are therefore commanded to in- 
form the Russian Foreign Office that 
they should restore all of Manchuria.” 

The Chinese authorities recently 
stated that they contemplated utilizing 
the service of the Japanese police com- 
missioner to direct the administration 
of affairs of the city. M. de Giers, 
Russian Minister, thereupon wrote to 
Prince Ching, asking what this meant. 
Prince Ching has made no reply as yet, 
and it is thought probable that the 
Chinese will be afraid to carry out the 
scheme. 

The Chinese also contemplated the 
employment, at a large salary, of a 
German officer who understood the 
language of their country, for the pur- 
pose of bringing Chinese soldiers up to 
the standard of foreign troops. The 
officer guaranteed to do this, but be- 
fore the contract was signed. opposi- 
tion arose and the plan was abandoned.

Mrs. Charles Fanetti took three shots 
last night at a man who was trying to 
break into her hotwe at No. 535 New 
High street a few minutgs before mid- 
night, after having watched the sup- 
posed burglar for more than half an 
hour.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 19.—W. 
Clayton Pickersgill, H.B.M., Consul- 
General for the Pacific Coast States 
and Territories, djed today at a sani- 
tarlum in Alameda, to which he was 
conveyed, Sunday last, from his sum- 
mer residence in the Santa Cruz Moun- 
tains. 

Pickeorsgill has been seriously ill far 
some months past, the result of a 
long residence in the malarial regions 
of the heart of Africa, as a consular 
representative of the British govern- 
ment. Pickersgill stood off siege after 
siege of the deadly coast fever, aided 
by a vigorous constitution, which 
finally, however, gave way under the 
strain, and he arrived here a prema- 
turely-aged man, passing away eventu- 
ally as much a victim to the call of 
duty as the soldier who dies at his 

t. Duri his brief residence here, 
bis marked business capability 
courtesy of his manners won man 
friends for him in all circles of life. 

Pickersgill was born 
Eng., in 1846, the 
Pickersgill, Esq., survives him. 
He was educated at Owens College in 
Manchester, and in early life went to 
Madagascar as agent for the London 
Missionary Society. When the Mada- 
gascar embassy visited Great Britain 
and the United States in 1882, he ac- 
companied it as interpreter, and while 
in London his ability attracted the at- 
tention of the Foreign Office, and 
shortly after he was appointed Vice- 
Consul at Antananarivo.

WHO SHOOTS 
OUR MILKMEN? 


Question That Remains 
Unanswered. 

Not a Ray of Light on 
Allen Case. 


Wounded Man ‘Saw or Heard 
No One, and Police Work 
in the Dark. 


If the would-be assassin who early 
yesterday morning shot and painfully 
wounded George Allen, a milkman, at 


No. 716 South Hope street, had van- 


ished in the air after the shooting, his 
disappearance could not be more com- 
plete or the mystery of the case 
deeper. The deteetives candidly admit 
that they are as much in the dark 
now as at the hour after the shoot- 
ing. From that time until early this 
morning some of the officers did not 
go to bed. 

The plain facts that they have 
work upon are these: At 2 o'clock yes- 
terday morning a milkman was shot; 
it occurred in a very dark place; the 
man who was hit saw absolutely no 
one; no tracks were left by the shooter; 
those who heard the shot saw nobody; 
no motive for the shooting is known, 
for the victim has no enemies bitter 
enough against him to try to take 
his life. These facts came to light 
within a short time after the police be- 
gan to work on the case, and they are 
practically all that have been discov- 
ered: The bullet has been recovered, its 
caliber noted, and the range it took 
closely followed, but none of these 
things throw any light on the mystery. 

is being the second milkman who 
has been mysteriously shot, the offi- 
cers are more puzzled than ever. They 
are not quite ready to admit that they 
believe that there is at large a mad- 
man whose mania is that of shooting 
people on the streets. That theory is 
not now so much despised by them, 
however, as after the first shooting. 

Statements have been published that 
the detectives have arrested some one 
on suspicion, but this is absolutely 
false. No prisoners have been taken for 
anything having cven the most re- 
mote connection with the case. 

Long before daylight yesterday the 
scene of the shooting was visited 
the detectives. As soon as it was light 
enough to see, Capt. B sh began 
a search for the bullet. It was found 
imbedded in the wall of the house at 
No. 716 South Hill street, about ~*~ 
inches from the pavement. On the 
walk six feet away was a mark show- 
ing that the wae struck there before 


entering the wall. 

The theory that the milkman had 
suddenly run across two burglars, one 
of whom shot him, was believed by the 
police for a time, but afterward dis- 
proven. About the time an attempt 
was made to burglarize a cicar store 
at Sixth and Broadway. The thieves 
were frightened away and fied in the 
direction of the place where the shoot- 
ing occurred, pursued by two police- 
men. For a time it was supposed that 
they had gone to the place of the 
shooting, but later it was found that 
— had turned in another direction.

WOUND NOT SERIOUS. 

Allen was shot from the rear. The 
bullet entered his leg four inches above 
the knee and went directly through. 
It did not strike the bone and is not 
serious. Yesterday morning Allen was 
removed to the California Hospital. 

A peculiar feature is the alleged fact 
that Allen delivered milk after he was 
shot. His statement is that just as he 
went around the house he heard a re-

The act does not attempt to 
require record of locations, but does 
attempt to require a record of proof 
of labor done within thirty days after 
the time limited for performing such 
labor, etc. But the act its such a 
bungling piece of legislation that it is 
doubtful whether it accomplishes any- 
thing. As said by the Supreme Court 
(Harris vs. Kellogg, 117 Cal. 490,) 
“there is an evident misprision in this 
statute in omitting the word ‘affidavit’ 
as the instrument-to be filed with the 
County Recorder, and it may be doubt- 
ful what construction should be given 
to the statute,” and the court does 
not construe it. 

But the important point about the 
statute to be noticed is that it does 
not provide that a claim is subject 
to relocation in case proof of labor 
done is not recorded, but only that 
“upon failure of any claimant to com- 
ply with the conditions of this act In 
the performance of labor or making 
of improvements vpon any claim” the 
same shall be subject to relocation. 

The pertinent part of the act is as 


of an 


follows: 
“Section 1. Whenever any mine 
owner, Company or corporation shall 


have performed the labor and made 
the improvements required by law for 
the location and ownership of mining 
claims or lodes, such owner, company 
or corporation shall file or cause to be 
filed. within thirty days after the 
time limited for performing = such 
labor or making such improvements, 
with the County Recorder of of 
the county in which the mine or claim 
is situated, particularly describing the 
labor performed and improvements 
made, and the value thereof, which 
offid..vit shall be prima facile  evi- 
dence of the facts therein. stated. 
Upon the failure of any claimant or 
mine owner to comply with the con- 
ditions of this act in the performance 
of labor, or making of improvements 
upon any claim, mine or mining 
ground, the claim or mine upon which 
such failure occurred shall be opened 
to relocation tn the same manner as 
if no location of the same had ever 
been made. But if, previous to reloca- 
tion, the original locators, their hetrs, 
assigns or legal representatives, re- 
sume work upon such claim, and con- 
tinue the same with reasonable dill- 
gence, umtil the required amount of 
labor has been performed or improve- 
ments made, and the required etate- 
ment of accounts and affidavits filed 
with the County Recorder, then the 
claim shall not be subject to reloca- 
tion because of previous fallure to file 
appears that. the act Is so 
jumbled that probably the courts must 
hold that !t megns nothing. If the 
claimant has ed work and con- 
tinues it diligertly until the required 
amount of labor has been performed, 
“and the required statement of ac- 
counts and affidavits filed with the 
County Recorder,” then the clatm ts 
not jumpable. But the required state- 
ments and affidavits (if, 1 . the act 
is held to require anything.) must be 
filed within thirty days after Decem- 
ber 31 of each year, the time limited 
for performing such labor. Suppose 
the claimant has resumed work ahd 
does not complete it within thirty days, 
he cannot, of —course, file affidavit 
within thirty days. . 

I do not think the act requires any- 
thing in addition to the requirements 
of the laws of Congress, the failure 
to do the work forfeits the claim, un- 
der the laws of Congress, and this 
act does no more, though probably it 
intention of the party who 
to make a fallure to file a 
labor have the same ef- 


. It would be advisable to 
file such preof of labor with the 
County Recorder, in order to avoid all 
question, but I do not think a failure 
to do so forfelts the claim, as your 
editorial says. The latter part of 
your quotation from Mr. Knox !s a 
piain mistake on his part. you quote 
him as saying: “And in case of fail- 
ure to do so” (file affidavit of Iabor) 
“the claim or mine shall be opened 
to location In the Same manner as if 
no location of the same had been 
made" The mistake ts apparent on 
reading. the part of the act herein 
above quoted, and it Is a mistake likely 
to cause great distress among the min- 
ing community.

HEN Moorhead & Wells launched 

the steamship Suncliff, she made 

the ninth in their tleet. Her cap- 
tain and engineer had alreacy been se- 
lected, when Mesers. Moorhead & Wells 
were Waited on by a committee of three 
from the Ffailors’ Salvation Mission, 
backed by the Christians’ Home, the 
Prodigal’s Retreat, the Stranger’s Rest 
an«. the Tidewater Bethel. 

After an hour's taik Moorhead & 
Wells agreed to try an experiment with 
the Suncliff. She was to be officered 
and manned by religious men, and float 
‘the flag of the mission. The commit- 
tee, representing 19,000 good men, be- 
lieved that a ship could be run by re- 
ligious discipline to the great profit of 
her owners. They believed that Jack 
at sea could be as exemplary as Jack 
oma front seat at the Bethel on Sun- 
day afternoon. Both members of the 
‘firm belonged to church and they were 
rather glad to make a test. 

When the Suncliff was ready for her 
maiden trip to Australia, the various 
Christian missions of London sent up 
their most exemplary saliors in num- 
bers sufficient to man three tramp 
steamers, and Moorehead & Wells had 
their pick. Taken altogether, it was 
the cleanest crew, morally and phyvcric- 
ally, which ever sailed out of London, 
and never was a tramp steamer fitted 
up with more comforts and conven- 
iences for her men. . 

From captain down to scrubber every 
man had been recommended as know- 
ing his business, yet on a moonlight 
nizht. while the steamer was noi yet 
off soundings, she maneged to run 
down a fishing smack and drown five 
men. She had to sheer out of her 
course to do it, but she managed to 
sheer, even with the captain on the 
bridge and the lookouts wide awake. 
The Bay of Biscay had not yet been 


had not been securely lashed, worked 
loose, and one man was killed. Had 
the captain been a profane man he 
would have opened out on the mate 
and kept up a stream of red-hot words 
for half an hour. and fn turn the mate 
would have taken it out on a dozen 
of the froustabouts, but the incident 
was passed over as a “dispensation.” 
The Suncliff was not to call at the 
Azores, but she was steaming along at 
her best speed one day when the look- 
outs neglected thier duty for a time 
and she banged into a derelict. The 
derelict was sunk, which was a good 
job, but the steamer had her bows 
stove in and had to be run into Fayal 
and dry docked for repairs. It took 
the united efforts of three different 
committees from as many missions to 
prevent a vigorous move on the part 
of Moorhead & Wells. ike! 
She had been steaming for two days 
and nights, and had great hopes of 
reaching Madeira without § accident 
when her crew rose in mutiny against 
the food. The fare was equal to that | 
of the better class of mechanics on 
shore, and four times as good as the 
grub of a sailing ship, but the men had 
become dainty.

When she finaliy reached 
the Cape and reported dy cable, every 
man from captain down was bounced at 
an bour's notice. The committees ar- 
gued and protested 2nd appealed, but 
Messrs. Moorhead & Wells were firm. 
They had run a “good ship” for 6000 
miles, and she had cost them £2000 
extra, heen delayed eighteen days over 
her time, and killed and drowned half 
a dozen men. 

Her captain was replaced by one who 
not cnly swore and drank, but who 
rroke the heads of a half dozen sailors 
dur'ne the first day of his command. The 
crew were rough and tough. They 
swore and fought and chewed and 
smoked and got drunk, but they were 
up to their work. The chief engineer 
knew nothing of hymn books, but he 
ran those engines up to the top-notch 
without their missing a beat. 

On the way to Australia the Sun- 
cliff picked up a derelict and got a 
box containing $20,000 out of her cabin. 
On her way back she found a liner 
with her propeller gone and got $50,000 


for towing her to the Cape. Coming up 


the African coast she chanced upon a 
duke, who had been wrecked in his 
yacht, and for picking him up all hands 
got a cash tip and the owners got a 
big check. After her run of 12,000 
miles she warped into dock as fresh 
as a daisy, and with captain and crew 
swearing their best, and the mate and 
chief engineer settling a little dispute 
between themselves before going ashore. 
As a “good ship” she had steamed 6000 
miles and lost the owners ten or fif- 
teen thousand dollars: as a “so-so” 
she had steamed 18,000 and piled up a 
big profit. When the committees called 
to express their hopes anew, the bal- 
ance sheet was shown them, and Mr. 
Moorhead so far forgot himself for the 
moment as to add: 
“Here's £50

& Hmit of fifty shares was placed on 
ites membership. At $50 per, the seats 
sold like oll snaps that were being 
picked up right and left at that time, 
and it wasn’t long before there were 
outsiders knocking for adrrission. Beats 
were at a premium, and !t ‘s a miter 
of record that one outsider more reck- 
less than the reet, parted with $780 be- 
fore his name was inscribed on the 
“roll of honor.” 

The exchange became quite the 
whole thing, with over 1£0,.membors; 
enlarged ite quarters: instailed a clear- 
inghouse, for awhile the value of 
its dally sales amounted to many 
thousands of dollars. —

Today thcre is no commercial value 
on a membership in the orzanization, 
and not a eale of a reat has been majle 
in many weeks. By the books it’ ‘s 
shown that there are still sixty-seven 
credited members, but cf that number 
less than a dozen attend the daily 
call. For several weeks the stock sales 


have been light, but the present abso- 
lute stagn&tion breaks all previous 
records. 


President Hardison, when asked yes- 
terday if the exchange would continue 
to do business, expressed the opinion 
that ‘t would. /s president of the or- 
ganization he was unable to state what 
official action would be taken if the 
present duliness continues. It was 
stated, however, that a proposition to 
clore the exchange for a month was 
discusred at the last meeting of the 
governing board, but was turned down.

TRY AND IRRIGATION. 
-Vice-President Roosevelt has said, 


im one of his speeches, that the great- 
‘ést internal public ‘question today is 


that of the irrigation of the arid lands. 
People living east of the Mississipp! 
are slow to comprehend this fact. Not 
having been brought face to face with 


conditions as they exist in the regions 


where irrigation is a vital necessity, 
they cannot understand the extent nor 
the significance of the question. But 
the information that has been spread 
broadcast on this subject during the 


‘past few years is beginning to bear 


fruit. At the last session of the Na- 
tiona! Irriggtion Congress it was grat- 
ifying to learn that the thinking peo- 
ple of the East are beginning to un- 
derstand the need of the West, and to 
perceive the advantages which even 
their own section of the country 
would derive from the thorough and 


‘systematic irrigation of the arid lands, 
under the auspices of the general gov- 
er pment. 


‘It is only a question of time when 


_ the national government will take up 
“this work. After the first outlay the 
_ government will be at practically no 


expense, for the sales of the lands will 
bring a sufficient income to meet the 
outlay. 

Of equal importance with the sub- 
ject of irrigation, and closely related 
to it, is that of forest preservation. 
The annual loss to the country by 


-Feason of forest fires is something 


enormous, being conservatively esti- 
mated at not less than $50,000,000 
each year. This great loss is in a 
large degree preventable. People are 
altogether too much given to regard- 
ing these forest losses as_ visitations 
of Divine Providence, instead of look- 
ing after the real causes and seeking 
to remedy them. Especially is this 
true in sections where timber and wa- 
ter are still abundant. But the ques- 
tion of forest conservation is one of 
the very highest importance in sec- 
tions where exist the watersheds 


-which must supply the water for irri- 


gation of the arid lands. 

Even so great and so wealthy a na- 
tion as the United States cannot afford 
to suffer an annual loss of $50,000,000 
from preventable causes. But of far 
more consequence than the mere 
monetary loss is the serious effect 
upon the water supply which is caused 
by these annual forest fires. When 
the irrigation question is taken up 
systematically and in earnest by the 
national government, as it is bound 
to be in the not very distant future, 


the questions of forest preservation, 


and of the reforesting of devastated 
areas, should be taken up at the same 
time. Forestry and irrigation are kin- 
dred issues, and should not be widely 
separated. |

HE PSYCHOLOGY OF LYNCHINGS. 


Prof. Shaler has an article in the 
Internationai Monthly for July on the 
above subject, in which he takes the 
ground that the prevalence of the 
lynching habit in the United States— 
especially in certain sections—‘is not 
fairly to be taken as indicating a deg- 
radation of’ our people.” Prof. Shaler 
does not attempt to defend the prac- 
tice, nor even to offer an apology for 
it. He seeks rather to explain its 
prevalence, and to reconcile it to cer- 
tain phases of Ameri®an character as 
he views them. His line of reasoning 
is at least interesting—and somewhat 
curious. “So far as I have been able 
to judge the state of mind of lynchers.” 
he says, “it is useless to talk to them 
concerning the dignity of the law. 
for they really feel that they are its 
most effective agents. The only serv- 
iceable arguments are as to the need 
of the methods of the court to pre- 
vent miscarriages of justice, and the 
effects of such spectacles in embruting 
the beholders. It is to these considera- 
tions that we must look for the eure 
of this national shame.” 

It is noteworthy, in this connection, 
that “these considerations” have been 
urged stoutly for more than a genera- 
tion, without very much effect, so far 
as can be learned, in the way of ef- 
fecting a cure for what Prof. Shaler 
aptly describes as our national shame. 
His line of argument is fairly indi- 
cated in the following extract: 

“Recurring to the fundamental! in- 
structive postulate, so wel] developed 
in the American, that the other man, 
known or unknown, is essentially like 
himself, a pretty decent fellow, with 
a real horror of certain abominations, 
let us suppose that people of this 
humor catch a brute who has ou ed 
and murdered a woman. To al] other 
than brutes such an act cries for ten- 
geance, for the wholesome smiting 
which has uplifted mankind by ex- 
tirpating its beastly parts. But to 
the American the wrong is not only 
against humanity, but against his 
conception that the other man is like 
himself. There is a fearful surprise 
in the revelation which appears to 

all sense of the humanity of 
the criminal. . So that what is done 
upon him is not as upon a fel- 
low-being, but on a fiend. Such, as 
far as I have been able to discern, is 
the state of mind of certain good 
citizens, as shown by the accounts 
they gave me in their share of such 
lynchings. In other countries men of 
like quality, having the sense of the 
law as something extrinsic, to be 
reverenced as a majesty, and having 
no guch obstinate general hypothesis 
that other folk are themselves in 
other hides, would be shocked by the 
villain’s deed, but would not be 
moved swiftly to avenge it. The 
American, at least in his most char- 
acteristic quality, because the crime 
makes a singularly intense impression 
on him, and because he carries his 
court of last resort within himself, and 
perhaps, in part, because for all his 
schooling there ts a good deal of the 
primitive man left in him, acts In the 
outward manner of the savage. 

“I am not in the least disposed to 
apologize for lynching; hatefal enough 
in the distant view, it is disgusting 
on the nearer seeing. But if we criti- 
cally examine the matter, considering 
it as we should a legal execution with 
the conditions that led to it, we see 
that this rude law is not the sign 
of real lawlessness, nor of a people 
given to savage outbursts of fury. 
It is the mark of a folk in a curious 
adjustment to their concept of law and 
of the nature of their fellow-men. It 
cannot be taken as a sign of a low 
moral estate, but rather of a rude, 
though high, conception of the measure 
of protection owed to the defenseless, 
and above all to women, and of a 
new, possibly transient, but more 
likely permanent, loss of the ancient 
and noble idea of justice as something 
set over and apart from man, and to 
which he owes reverence.” 

Prof. Shaler’s argument, it must be 
confessed, it ingenious. But it is 
hardly convincing. It may serve in 
some measure to salve the consciences 
of lynchers and their apologists, but 
it does not and cannot metamor- 
phose this form of lawlessness into 
anything less than a manifestation of 


the mob spirit, which is essentially 


antagonistic to law and good govern- 
ment.

worth noting. Of course, we all know 
that the steel-workers’ strike is no 
more connected with the politics of 
this country than it is with the politics 
of Afghanigtan. But if the “leaders” 
of the strike should find. themselves 
losing ground—us they are 
sure to do—there is no desperate ex- 
pedient to which they will not resort 
for the purpose, if possible, of bolster- 
ing up their losing cause. Hence we 
May expect, within the next few days, 
or weeks at the farthest, to witness a 
frantic attempt on the part of the 
strikers and their sympathizers to 
create a political issue of some sort 
out of the strike. As a matter of 
course, the efforts of the strike lead- 
ers will be directed “agin the govern- 
ment.” Attempts of this kind usually 
take that course. 

Whatever the political leaders may 
do or say in the premises, businéss 
men and intelligent American citizens 
generally “will have something to 
say’ about this strike, and they are 
already saying it. They are saying that 
the strike is unwarranted. unjustifia- 
ble, and cruelly unjust to the many 
thousands of workingmen and work- 
ingmen’s families upon whom it will 
inflict, and is even now inflicting, se- 
rious injury. They are saying that 
the strike is without justification, and 
should be denied public sympathy, be- 
cause the strikers, by their own show- 
ing, have no real grievance. They are 
not striking for higher wages, nor for 
shorter hours of labor—excepting in 
the case of one or two miils. They 
are striking—to state the case in its 
simplest and most direct terms—to 
compel their employers to force every 
man in their employ to join the union, 
whether he desires to do so or not, or 
be deprived of employment. These 
strikers are seeking to establish a 
sweeping system of proscription—in 
effect a gigantic “blacklist’—which 
shal] include every man seeking em- 
ployment at the mills involved in the 
strike, unless such applicant shall bind 
himself to abide by arbitrary rules 
and regulations which they (the strik- 
ers) have established. 

No more galling and degrading sys- 
tem of despotism can be imagined 
than that which these strikers are 
seeking to establish. If they should 
succeed, the mills involved may as 
well close up first as last; for a vic- 
tory for the strikers would mean the 
further imposition of intolerable 
tyrannies, which would eventually 
wreck the business enterprises upon 
which their blighting touch was fas- 
tened. 

To be sure, there is “something to 
say.” There will be a great deal to 
say which the ringleaders of the dis- 
turbance will not Hike to hear, before 
the matter is ended.

DEPUTIES JUBILANT. 
NEW LAW IS ALL RIGHT. 

The mandamus proceedings begun by 
J. S. Sepulveda, the newly-appointed 
deputy in Sheriff Hammel's office, 
against County Auditor Nichols, to 
compel the latter to draw a $50 salary 
warrant for June, have been decided by 
Judge Trask in favor of the new law. 

And Sepulveda is to get a warrant 
for his s<.lary. 

The matter is now wp to County 
Treasurer Jones, as to whether or not 
he will pay the money, and Jones 
thinks he will. 

In ordering the writ of mandate to 
issue, Judge Trask handed down no 
opinion, simn'y passing the legal ques- 
tions—which are of the hair-trigger 
sort—on to the Supreme Court. The 
principal point raised was whether the 
new law, which authorizes the Sheriff 
of Los Angeles county to appoint an- 
other deputy to be paid by the county. 
really increased the Sheriff's compensa- 
tion for the term of office for which he 
was elected. If it does, the law is 
unconstitutional, as to the present ad- 
ministration. Judee Trask thinks it 
does not. 

Speaking of the matter yesterday, 
Judge Trask had the following to say 
of his view of the new law: ; 

“I think the relator (Sepulveda) has 
the best of the argument. The Sheriff 
‘consented’ to take the office for the 
$4000 salary that he gets, which wa: 
solely for his personal services. He had 
the right to appoint as many deputies 
as he needed. He was to vide for 
the compensation of all puties he 
might appoint, except those whose com- 
pensation was or might be made a 
county charge. The Legislature alone 
could provide for the payment by the 
county of the Sheriff's deputies. We do 
not have here the case of an officer 
receiving a gross sum, out of which 
he is tb pay himself and his deputies. 
So the case differs, in its facts, from 
Dougherty vs. Austin (relied upon by 
those who think the law unconstitu- 
tional.) Providing for the payment by 
the county of an additional deputy does 
not increase the salary of the Sheriff. 
The Sheriff is paid no more. At most 
this may relieve him from paying out 
of his own salary the compensation of 
a deputy whose compensation had not 
been otherwise provided for. Here the 
county pays the Sheriff a salary, and 
pays the deputies their several com- 
pensations. Whether a deputy is paid 
a large or a small salary by the county 
is of no concern to the Sheriff, so far 
as his compensation is concerned.” 


LIQUOR CASES. 
“EL HUTCH'S” ELOQUENCE. 

The District Attorney is unusually 
busy of late prosecuting alleged law 
breakers among liquor dealers in the 
county. Thomas, who has been twice 
tried at El Monte, the jury disagreeing 
both times, will be given another run 
for his money at Covina next Monday, 
on a charge of selling liquor without 
a license.

MAGINNIS’S BIG SALARY. 

A. P. Maginnis, now manager of the 
Mexican Petroleum Company's inter- 
ests in Mexico, was taken before Judge 
Conrey yesterday on supplemental pro- 
ceedings instituted by the old tUnil- 
versity Bank of Los Angeles, which 
corporation holds a judgment of $1577.72 
against Maginnis, with no success as 


-yet in its satisfaction. 


On Tuesday D. E. Wellcome,: secre- 
tary of the bank, filed an affidavit with 
Judge Conrey asserting that Maginnis 
was about to leave for Mexico in de- 
fraud of his creditors and asking that 
he be arrested. The warrant was 
served Wednesday morning, and Ma- 
ginnis was not released until that aft- 
ernoon, when the court dismissed the 
proceedings on the insufficiency of the 
affidavit. On Thursday, it will be re- 
membered, Maginnis retaliated with a 
$10,000 damage sult for false imprison- 
ment, against the bank, 8S. W. Little 
and Mr. Wellcome. x

has any property with which to satisfy 
the judgment now hanging over him.

JTERARY modes are so com- 
§ pletely a part of the life of civil- 
ized communities that they ar?

‘Of the bright and cheerful modes of 
the last century the most character- 
istic and one of the most striking is 
that which belonged to the intense and 
wideepread delight in the works of 
ries Dickens... With the stories of 
ckens came in the mode of cheeri- 
nets and kind iness, a mode tinged 
with some sentimentality, but, on the 
whole, delightfully humorous and de- 
lightfully human. With all the false 
pathos, the stage fire, the theatrical 
tricks which disfigure his novels, the 
abvious faults of tawdry taste and 
pinchbeck style, Dickens made the 
world deeply his debtor for the sweet- 
ness of temper, the kindliness of heart. 
the honest soundness of principle 
which his books always enforced. It is 
easy to specify flaws in his work, but

“Christmas Carol” and “Nicolas

SCIENTIFIC SYMPOSIUM. 

“Irrigation,” said Prof. 8. M,. Wood- 
bridge in speaking upon that subject, 
“although it is looked upon as some- 
thing new, is one of the oldest things 
in farming. You will-tind it mentioned 
among the accounts of the. earliest 
things done by man. Ali solls, accord- 
ing to estimates which have been care- 
fully prepared, will hold from 20 to 50 
per cent. of their weight in water. 
According to some of the latest com- 
putations an acre well loaded with 
water could, if it could but retain the 
moisture from evaporation and drain- 
ing away, produce twenty crops of or- 
anges within a year, as far as the 
water part of the production is con- 
cerned.” 

Prof. L. J. Stabler of the University 
of Southern California read a paper 
on “The Relation of the Chemical Lab- 
oratory to fndustrial Progress.” The 
paper bore on the extension of the lab- 
oratory idea among the great indus- 
tries and pointed out how in most of 
the great matiufacturing establish- 
ments the quality of the gutput is kept 
at the proper standard by the work 
done in the laboratory and how the 
laboratory operations have been of 
great value tn the discoveries of com- 
mercial values of by-products.
